This policy provides direction to all departments and agencies of the

An attempt to minimize the total (Operating and capital) costs of a 
building over its life, by improving the energy efficiency of the 
design until a proper balance is struck between capital costs and 
anticipated life-time energy costs. 


6. Payback Period 


The period of time before the cash generated by an investment 
accumulates to equal the original capital outlay.

Education 


To assist in the development of responsible consumer attitudes, 
school children will be educated in the nature, use and cost of 
energy, and the means available to them to conserve. 


Technical Assistance 


Territorial residents, business and industry, will be assisted to 
identify and reduce unnecessary energy use. Technical material 
and advice will be provided on a direct and personal basis. 


Efficiency in Buildings 


The construction of energy efficient homes and buildings will be 
promoted through the development and promulgation of new building 
standards. These standards will incorporate the considerable 
experience gained through past experimentation and will be based 
on the principle of life cycle costing. 


The standards will be prepared in cooperation with the appropriate 
agencies of the Government of Canada. 


All new buildings constructed by the GNWT will adhere to the 
specifications of the new standards. 


When leasing space in new buildings, the GNWT will not assume full 
responsibility for energy used unless the building has been 
constructed according to the new standards. 


Consumer Responsibility 


Increased consumer responsibility for energy purchases will be 
fostered in the NWT in order to promote care in energy use. 


Employers in the NWT will be encouraged to adjust employee benefit 
packages to compensate employees for high Northern living costs in 
a way other than direct energy subsidization. 


Programs will be developed that increase the responsibility of 
public housing tenants for the payment of their energy purchases. 


Government of the NWT employee benefit packages will be redesigned 
so that employees pay for heat and power directly to the supplier, 
on a consumption basis at the going community rate.

Power utilities will be invited to assist the development of 
consumer responsibility by the development of billing practices 
that allow for flexibility in the individual billing of customers.

Equitable electrical prices will be fostered by apportioning to 
each customer or class of customers a share of the total 
generation cost that is considered fair and reasonable.

Utilization of NWT Energy Resources

The GNWT will continue to upgrade the energy efficiency of its 
homes and buildings where such work can be shown to have a 


reasonable payback period. 


An energy supply that is more dependable and reasonably priced will be 
pursued through the development and increased use of renewable and 
non-renewable NWT energy sources. 


(a) Planning 


Energy use in the NWT will be monitored and tabulated on a 
continuing basis in sufficient detail to permit the development of 
well considered energy programs and policy. 


(b) Investigation 


New sources of energy to replace fuel oil for electricity 
generation and heating will be identified through a community by 
community assessment. 


The conduct of investigative studies by the GNWT will be 
co-ordinated with those performed by the private sector and the 
Government of Canada and its agencies. 


The results of all energy studies will be combined and used to. 
determine priorities for energy source and geographic area 
development. 


The priorities will be formed in consultation with community 
leaders and major producers or consumers of energy. 


(c) Large Scale Projects 


Companies proposing the large scale development of NWT energy 
resources shall be encouraged to contribute to the planning

Projects proposed to supply energy to NWT residents will be 


analyzed in relation to the current supply system and other 
opportunities for the area in question.
